Appearance of the Great Line of War­ 


ships Stirs the People of the Chilean 


City 
to 
Unbounded 
Enthusiasm. 


Review It Brief. 


Valparaiso, 
Feb. 
15.—The 
great 
American fleet of sixteen battleships, 
tinder the command of Rear Admiral 
Evans, passed Valparaiso and con­ 
tinued on its voyage northward for 
Callao, Peru, the next stopping place. 
All Valparaiso and thousands of per­ 
sons from every city in Chile wit­ 
nessed the passing of the fleet. Presi­ 
dent Montt and the other higher offi­ 
cials of the republic went out from 
shore to greet the battleships and al­ 
most the entire Chilean navy ex­ 
changed salutes with them as they 
•wung around Curaumilla point and 
into Valparaiso bay in single file, 
headed by the Chilean cruiser Chaca- 
buco and five Chilean torpedo boat 
destroyers. 
Turning sharp around Curaumilla 
point, the Chacabuco and the five 
Chilean destroyers led the Connecti­ 
cut and her fifteen sister ships into 
the view of the thousands who had 
awaited their appearance since dawn. 
The day was perfect and the spectacle 
of the fleet stretched in a great semi­ 
circle as seen from the high hills 
around the bay was magnificent. 
President Montt and other Chilean 
officials embarked on the training ship 
General Baquedano and took a posi­ 
tion well out in the harbor. Around 
the Baquedano the fleet swung at a 
speed of four knots, firing the presi­ 
dential salute as they passed in re­ 
view. 
It Avas one hour from the time 
the head of the fleet entered the hay 
until the last vessel had passed the 
president’s ship and turned toward 
the open sea. Then the Baquedano 
lifted anchor and escorted the fleet 
well out of the bay and on Its way to 
the north. 
It was a view such as has 
never been seen in Valparaiso bay and 
one that will long be remembered by 
the people of Chile who came miles 
to see it. 


Decorated for the Occasion. 
Shipping in the harbor and the prin­ 
cipal buildings in the city were dressed 
for the occasion, as the day was ob­ 
served as a holiday in honor of the 
fleet. 
From the picturesque sloping 
hills dotted with houses, a profusion 
of bunting and the waving of flags 
were discernible from the bay. Thou­ 
sands of persons from Santiago and 
other places in the republic had come 
into Valparaiso for the occasion and 
the roofs of the Bolsa Commercial, 
with its two huge towers, the custom 
house and the large warehouses and 
other buildings along the circular road 
skirting the bay front were black with 
spectators. 
The enthusiasm of the Chileans was 
almost boundless, and they cheered 
lustily as the battleship fleet swung 
around the reviewing ship, their sides 
lined 
with 
jackies 
in 
immaculate 
white and the bands playing patriotic 
airs. 
The noise of the cheering was 
lost, however, in that of the saluting 
guns from the fort and the fleet. Al­ 
together 1,200 shots were fired. 
After the fleet had passed to the 
northward a banquet was served on 
board 
the 
General 
Baquedano 
by 
President Montt In honor of the diplo­ 
matic corps and his other guests. 
Toasts were drunk to President Roose­ 
velt and Admiral Evans and his offi­ 
cers, crews and ships, and tho univer­ 
sal wish was 
expressed that the 
Americans may have fair weather and 
a safe passage to their destination.

per cent bonds, the largest lot ever 
offered for public subscription by the 
was over-subscribed six times.

Boiler in Basement of Public School

SNOW SHOE BRIGADE 
SURVEYS IN STATE 


Hardships of Government Party 


Will be Repaid in Wealth for 


Indians 


0 
RECLAIM 
SWAMP 
LAND 


Million of Acres of Northern 


Minnesota Lands to be Re­ 


claimed by Government 
Washington, Feb. 14.- From wading 
waist deep in soft bogs to working 
across the frozen cover on snowshoes, 
in running many miles of spirit levels 
and determining various elevations, is 
the kind of summer and winter outing 
enjoyed by the geological surveyors in 
connection with the drainage survey of 
the Red lake district of Northern Min­ 
nesota. 
At present the government 
party is traveling on snowshoes and 
sleeping nights in a movable cabin built 
on a sled and hauled from place to 
place each day by a team of stout 
horses. 
A. P. Meade, who has been in charge 
of the surveying party during the past 
season, has recently come in from the 
field and reports a completed survey of 
approximately 1,200,000 acres during 
1907. This s]>ecial survey was ordered 
by congress, with a view to determin­ 
ing the feasibility of the reclaimation 
by drainage of the ceded Chippewa lands 
in northern Minnesota. These lands 
embrace about 2,500,000 acres which 
have been ceded by the Indians to the 
United States, to be held in trust and 
disposed of for their benefit. 
Without 
improvement of the land, however, 
there is little likelihood of the Indians 
getting anything out of them, since 
they constitute a vast swamp, with only 
here and there small patches of arable 
land. 
Even in cases where the land is 
slightly higher than the surrounding 
bogs it makes at best mere island 
farms, and although fertile, is for 
months in the year absolutely cut ofT 
from communication with civilization. 
The settlers on these isolated tracts are 
as completely marooned during long pe- 
riixis as though located upon islets in 
the Pacific. 
Last year the geological survey com­ 
pleted the survey of w'hat is known as 
the Mud lake section of this district, 
embracing 402,500 
acres, and drew

CHIPPEWAS WILL BE UICH. 
A small surveying party, as stated, 
is still in the field, the work being facil­ 
itated by the frozen condition of the 
bogs, although the weather is reported 
as most severe. 
The mapping of last season’s work is 
now in progress at Washington, to de­ 
termine the cost of reclaiming this ad­ 
ditional area. Some 760,000 acres still 
remain to be surveyed next year. 
The appropriation for this work came 
under the Indian bill, and the, house 
committee on Indian affairs recently 
authorized an additional $10,000 for the 
completion of the survey and plans. 
It is stated that the lands of this sec­ 
tion of Minnesota, when reclaimed, 
will sell readily at $25 and $20 an acre, 
which if realized, will make the Chip­ 
pewa Indians among the wealthiest of 
redmen in the country. -W ritten by 
Geological Survey Press Bureau.

hardships of Government Party 
Will be Repaid in Wealth for 
Indians 


TO 
RECLAIM SWAMP 
LAND 


Million of Acres of Northern 
Minnesota Lands to be Re­ 
claimed by Government 
Washington, Feb. 14.—From wading 
waist deep in soft bogs to working 
across the frozen cover on snowshoes, 
in running many miles of spirit levels 
and determining various elevations, is 
the kind of summer and winter outing 
enjoyed by the geological surveyors in 
connection with the drainage survey of 
the Red lake district of Northern Min­ 
nesota. At present the government 
party is traveling on snowshoes and 
sleeping nights in amovable cabin built 
on a sled and hauled from place to 
place each day by a team of stout 
horses. 
A. P. Meade, who has been in charge 
of the surveying party during the past 
season, has recently come in from the 
field and reports a completed survey of 
approximately 1,200,000 acres during 
1907. This special survey was ordered 
by congress, with a view to determin­ 
ing the feasibility of the reclaimation 
by drainage of the ceded Chippewa lands 
in northern Minnesota. These lands 
embrace about 2,500,000 acres which 
have been ceded by the Indians to the 
United States, to be held in trust and 
disposed of for their benefit. Without 
improvement of the land, however, 
there is little likelihood of the Indians 
getting anything out of them, since 
they constitute a vast swamp, with only 
here and there small patches of arable 
land. Even in cases where the land is 
slightly higher than the surrounding 
bogs it makes at best mere island 
farms, and although fertile, is for 
months in the year absolutely cut off 
from communication with civilization. 
The settlers on these isolated tracts are 
as completely marooned during long pe­ 
riods as though located upon islets in 
the Pacific. 
Last year the geological survey com­ 
pleted the survey of what is known as 
the Mud lake section of this district, 
embracing 402,500 acres, and drew 
drainage plans therefor, showing an 
average cost for comple reclaimation 
of $2.75 per acre. 


CHIPPEWAS WILL BE RICH. 
A small surveying party, as stated, 
is still in the field, the work being facit- 
itated by the frozen condition of the 
bogs, although the weather is reported 
as most severe. 
The mapping of last season’s work is 
now in progress at Washington, to de­ 
termine the cost of reclaiming this ad­ 
ditional area. 
Some 760,000 acres still 
remain to be surveyed next year. 
The appropriation for this work came 
under the Indian bill, and th e, house 
committee on Indian affairs recently 
authorized an additional $10,000 for the 
completion of the survey and plans. 
It is stated that the lands of this sec­ 
tion of Minnesota, when reclaimed, 
will sell readily at $25 and $30 an acre, 
which if realized, will make the Chip­ 
pewa Indians among the wealthiest of 
redmen in the country. — W ritten by 
Geological Survey Press Bureau.

DISCUSSES THE 
JUDGESHIP 


Duluth Herald Publishes Article 
Concerning Retirement of 
Judge Spooner 


CANDIDATES ARE MENTIONED 


McCarthy of Grand Rapids Said 
to Have Too Good a Thing 
to be Candidate 
Duluth Evening Herald has an article 
regarding the reported intention of 
Judge Spooner to resign and the selec­ 
tion of his successor. It is reported 
that the attorneys in every county out­ 
side of Crow Wing are praying for ap­ 
pointive lightning. The Herald says 
regarding the matter: 
“ Now that it is an assured fact that 
Judge Marshall A. Spooner of the Fif­ 
teenth judicial district will resign from 
the bench, to go to the Pacific coast 
Duluth attorneys and others, who are 
interested in matters that are liable to 
come before this court, are indulging 
in speculation as to the successor of 
Judge Spooner. 
“ In this connection the name of A. 
L. Th wing, county attorney for Itasca 
county, is most frequently mentioned 
in Duluth. Mr, Thwing, who is in Du­ 
luth today, refuses to admit that he 
will be a candidate for the position, in 
the event of Judge Spooner’s resigna­ 
tion, saying it is entirely too early for 
him or any one else to have anything 
to say on the subject, even if inclined 
to be a candidate, but his numerous 
friends, both in Duluth and elsewhere, 
are urging his candidacy, and it is said 
his chances for landing the place, pro­ 
viding he goes after it, will be very 
good. 
It will be the duty of Governor 
Johnson to appoint the present judge’s 
successor, if he resigns, such appoint­ 
ment to be effective from the time the 
vacancy occu,*s until the next general 
election, which will occur next fall. 
“Judge Spooner has not yet handed 
in his resignation, but there is said to 
be no doubt that it will be forthcoming 
in a few days, and that in all probabil­ 
ity it will become effective March 1st. 
C. W. Stanton of International Falls, 
county attorney of Koochiching county, 
and Former State Senator C. C. Mc­ 
Carthy, of Grand Rapids, have been 
mentioned in connection with the place. 
Mr. McCarthy was a candidate for the 
appointment six years ago, when the 
district was given an additional judge 
by the legislature, but close friends 
say he has no intention of getting into 
the field again in the present instance, 
on account of his extensive private 
practice. 
He is 
attorney for 
the 
United States Steel corporation, and 
aside from this had a large practice 
which, it is said he has no desire or in­ 
tention of deserting.”

Dom Not F avor Imposing a D ete rm i­ 
nate Sentence— S uggests T h a t Tim*

Reformation of the Prisoners— Say» 
All Should H ave to Work. 


Jam*»* Austin, Jr., n pollrp judge of 
Toh ■Jo, <)., recently finished n sentence 
of one «Iny In the city workhouse lui 
pn*<*<l by lilmaelf while on the bench n 
few clnya ngo. 
Judge Austin linn lieen 
anxiotM to learn from exi*»rl»nre the 
exact meaning of a workhouse sen 
tonce ami arraigned himself on a tech­ 
nical charge of curiosity, going to the 
workhouA* In the patrol wagon the 
same an a common prisoner. 
“As I stood handcuffed ready to get 
Into the patrol wagon with the crowd 
of Market square loafers making fun 
of me and my situation,” he said oftei 
his experience. “I was simply enduring 
what 1 had Neen many a poor victim 
have to suffer in days gone by. 
The 
time I spent in my own society in the 
cell has rectified my former views «»I , 
time, for I know there are more than 
sixty minutes in an hour when you 
upend thnt hour in a cell, with nothing 
to smoke, chew, drink, rend or writ« 
and only the slant of tiie shadows ill 
the cell to let you know what time It Is 
I found our workhouse well warmed 
and scrupulously clean, the food whole­ 
some and the discipline firm,-hut kind 
“ I was impressed with the uniform 
cheerfulness of the Inmates. 
It re 
minded me of the happiness of Irre 
sponsible children. 
When we went out 
to cut ice the chosen men obeyed, but 
did not seem to go with alacrity. The 
thoughts of the prisoners s**em (enter­ 
ed on getting out. They did not appeal 
to he anxious for work. 
In fact, in the 
winter time our workhouse Is a mis 
uoiiier, through no fault of the officials 
It is our loafing place, our harbor and 
haven of rest for the derelicts of so 
cloty. 
“If all the workhouses are conducted 
on the humane principles of the Tole 
do workhouse, a workhouse sentence 
Is not a harsh punishment. 
Time i? 
the only thing we have In common 
and I have the conviction that the 
equitable punishment for crime would 
l*e the addition of fines and tin* im­ 
posing of imprisonment under tin* In 
determinate sentence. I.et tin* time fot 
liberty de]»end upon the reformation of 
the prisoner. 
“The strong natural desire for fr<*e 
(lorn will give the Incentive and fur 
nlsh the hope for the desired reforma 
tlon. 
it ¡s rank folly to throw Into n 
common prison the first offender, tlu 
vagrant, tin* drunkard and tin* harden 
ed and confirmed criminal and expect 
u reformation. 
Vour rotten apples will 
taint your whole barrel. 
“In the workhouse 1 saw many men 
who were warmer, better fed 
and 
freer from care- in brief, better off - 
than many an honest |M)or man of fam­ 
ily outside out of work and dependent 
upon a niggardly public charity for bln 
support. 
1 would not be less humane 
to the prisoner, but I would be more 
generous to the man who la willing to 
suffer and remain honest. 
“The workhouse should have sepa­ 
rate departments 
and 
the Inmates 
classified and the different grades kept 
apart from one another. 
All should 
have to work. 
Promotion from a low­ 
er to a better grade should be made 
for good conduct, satisfactory work 
and proved betterment. 
Increase tin 
privileges as the prisoner ascends In 
grade and at the end have your work 
farm and manual training department. 
Turn your prisoner out Into the world 
able to do some honest work, get him 
a place to work or see that he has the 
means to lp-e an honest life till he ob­ 
tains employment, and the great prob­ 
lem and danger of society, the recidi­ 
vist, the constantly recurring criminal, 
will be in process of a rational solu­ 
tion.’*

The men forward were swept 
overboard by the waves. 
The mate 
was washed overboard and drowned 
while trying to direct the movements 
of the men forward.

When the forward portion of the 
ship listed they succeeded in making 
their w-av aft.

TORNADO IN TEXAS. 


Kills Four Persons and Injures Many 
Others. 
Tyler. 
Tex., 
Feb. 
15.—Tyler 
has 
been swept by the most disastrous 
tornado In its history. 
Coming up 
from Ihe southwest, the storm swept 
o 'e r the main residence section of the 
city, leaving a train of death and 
devastation. 
The known dead In Tyler number 
four. C. A. Francis, agent Dallas News, 
wMfe and child, about one year, and an 
old negro named Mose Lee, eighty 
years of age.

His body was found 100 
yards from his wrecked home and th<* 
body of his child was found in the 
street.

They were caught in the wreckage of 
their home. 
It is expected that the 
list of Injured In Tyler will aggregate 
two score or more. 
Twelve buildings 
were wrecked. 
It is known that the 
tornado swept everything clean for 
a dlstane** of five miles around. 
The 
tornado tore a path through Tyler 100 
feet wide. 
Buildings, telephone and 
electric light poles were laid flat In 
the storm ’s path, while great damage 
was done in other parts of the town.

D o m Not Favor Imposing a Determi­ 
nate Sentence— 8uggeete That Time 
For Liberty Be Made Conditional on 
Reformation of th# Prieonara— Say* 
A ll Should Have to Work. 


Jam rs Austin, Jr., a police Judge of 
Tok»<k>, O., recently finished a sentence 
of one day In the city workhouse Im­ 
posed by himself while on the bench a 
few days ago. 
Judge Austin has been 
anxiotis to learn from experience the 
exact meaning of a workhouse sen­ 
tence alai arraigned himself on a tech­ 
nical charge of curiosity, going to the 
w orkboat? In the patrol wagon the 
sam e as a common prisoner. 
“As I stood handcuffed ready to get 
into the patrol wagon w ith the crown 
of M arket square loafers making fun 
of me and my situation,” he said aftei 
his experience, “I w as simply enduring 
w hat I had seen m any a poor victim 
have to suffer In days gone by. 
The 
time I spent In my own society In the 
cell hns rectified my former views ot 
time, for I know there are more than 
sixty minutes In an hour when you 
spend tlint hour In a cell, with nothing 
to smoke, chew, drink, rend or write 
and only the slant of the shadows iii 
the cell to let yon know w hat time It Is. 
I found our workhouse well warmed 
and scrupulously clean, the food whole­ 
some and the discipline firm.-but kind. 
“ I w as Impressed with the uniform 
cheerfulness of the inmates. 
It re 
minded me of the happiness of lire 
sponsible children. 
W hen we w ent out 
to cut Ice the chosen men obeyed, but 
did not seem to go w ith alacrity. The 
thoughts of the prisoners seem center­ 
ed on getting out. They did not appear 
to be anxious for work. 
In fact, in the 
w inter time our w orkhouse Is a mis 
Homer, through no fa u lt of the officials 
It Is our loafing place, our harbor and 
haven of rest for the derelicts of so 
ciety. 
‘‘If all the workhouses are conducted 
on the hum ane principles of the Tole 
do workhouse, a w orkhouse sentence 
Is not a harsh punishm ent. 
Time is 
the only thing we have In common 
and I have the conviction that the 
equitable punishm ent for crime would 
lie the alKilition of fines and the im­ 
posing of im prisonm ent under the in­ 
determ inate sentence. 
Let the time foi 
liberty depend upon the reformation of 
the prisoner. 
‘‘The strong natural desire for free 
dom will give the incentive aud fur 
nlsh the hope for the desired reforma 
tlon. 
It is rank folly to throw Into a 
common prison the first offender, the 
vagrant, the d runkard and the harden 
ed and confirmed criminal aud expect 
a reformation. 
Your rotten apples will 
taint your whole barrel. 
‘‘In the workhouse I saw many men 
w ho were w arm er, 
better fed 
and 
freer from care—in brief, better off— 
th an m any an honest poor man of fam ­ 
ily outside out of w ork and dependent 
upon a niggardly public charity for hie 
support. 
I would not be less humane 
to the prisoner, but I would be more 
generous to the m an w ho Is willing to 
suffer and rem ain honest. 
“ T he workhouse should have sepa­ 
rate 
departm ents 
and 
the 
inmates 
classified and the different grades kept 
a p a rt from one another. 
All should 
have to work. 
Prom otion from a low­ 
er to a better grade should be made 
for good conduct, satisfactory work 
and proved betterm ent. 
Increase the 
privileges as the prisoner ascends in 
grade and at the end have your work 
farm and manual training department. 
T u rn your prisoner out into the world 
able to do some honest work, get him 
a place to work or see that he has the 
m eans to li”e an honest life till he ob­ 
tains employment, and the great prob­ 
lem and danger of society, the recidi­ 
vist, the constantly recurring criminal, 
will be in process of a rational solu­ 
tion.”

Off the Coset of Oregon— Vessel 


Broken in Tw o and W ill B s a T o ­ 


tal Iona. 


Portland, Ors., Feb. 15.—The Ameri­ 
cas ship Emily Reed, about 113 days 
out from New Castle, N. 8. W., for 
Portland, Ore., w ith coal, went ashore 
at the mouth of tho Nehalem river on 
tho Oregon coast and broke In two. 
Tho crew was sw ept overboard by the 
seas. 
Ten men w ere lost and six 
wore saved, including tho captain and 
his wife. 
The survivors were taken to Bay 
City and ate now quartered at resi­ 
dences In th at town. 
The ship has broken up and will be 
a total loss, as will also the cargo of 
t,110 tons of coal. 
The vessel was consigned to the P a­ 
cific Coast company at Portland. 
Ow­ 
ing to the long passage of the ship 25 
per cent reinsurance was offered on 
her. 
During the past few days heavy 
w eather has been prevailing off the 
Oregon 
and 
California 
coast. 
The 
chronom eters of the Emily Reed were 
off and the m aster worked her too 
close In shore before he discovered his 
error. 
Captain Kessel was endeav­ 
oring to m ake Tillamook rock. 
He 
was correct in his lattitude but too 
far to the eastw ard. 
W hen he dis 
covered his position It was too late 
to w ear ship and she struck on one of 
the most dangerous places on the Ore­ 
gon beach. 
The Emily Reed struck bow-on on 
the beach. 
T here was a heavy sea 
running and a strong flood tide. When 
she hit the beach her back broke and 
the forward end took a list to port. An 
effort Mas tnade to launch a lifeboat. 
It was put over the side with three 
men In It. 
As soon as it hit the w ater 
it swamped and the occupants were 
drowned before the eyes of those on 
board. 
The men forward were swept 
overboard by the waves. 
The m ate 
was washed overboard and drowned 
while trying to direct the movements 
of the men forward. 
The captain stuck to the poop deck 
and forced his wife to remain below. 
The second m ate and three men on 
his watch were stationed on the main 
deck. 
W hen the forward portion of the 
ship listed they succeeded In making 
their way aft. 
By clinging to that 
portion of the ship until daylight they 
m ade their way ashore. 
It wras then 
dead low water.
